A preliminary programme of the Conference to benef 
in Paris from September 16 to 21, 1957, was publi’ 
Inf. FID 1957 no. 5. 

Study Committees will meet on September 16 and 17 
and, if required, the preceding week. The Council meets 
from September 18 to 21, the General Assembly on Sep- 
tember 21. 

Whereas the Council meeting is restricted to one or 
two representatives of National Members and of Spe- 
cialist Group Members elected to the Council, the Ge- 
neral Assembly meeting is open to all categories of mem- 
bers of FID, each of the corporate members having the 
right to send 5 delegates. Members are kindly requested 
to register the names of their representatives before 
August 15, with a view to the circulation of papers in 
advance. 

The papers by Dr. Coblans and Miss Kyle (see under 
Circular letters” F 57-54 in this issue) will probably be 
discussed at the meeting of the General Assembly. Dr. 
Coblans’ paper will be printed in the July issue of the 
Unesco Bulletin for Libraries; the paper by Miss Kyle 
will be printed in the Review of Documentation 1957 
no. 3, August 15, 1957.

the European Situation”. 

The Executive Committee is most desirous to include 
librarians of international and European organizations 
among the participants, since one of the purposes of this 
meeting will be to achieve closer inter-library co-ope- 
ration on a European and international level.

William Morris Exhibition 


In the summer of this year the William Morris Society 
is arranging an exhibition devoted to Morris’s association 
with printing. 

The Exhibition will be held at the St. Bride’s Foun- 
dation Institute, Londen E.C. 4 during the first three 
weeks of August. From the 19th August to the 7th Sep- 
tember it will be at Leighton House in Kensington and 
from the 16th September until the 5th October it will be 
at the Manchester Central Library. After that it will be 
shown in Glasgow, at the Mitchell Library. Arrange- 
ments are being made for the Exhibition to be shown in 
several places in Northern Europe under the auspices of 
the British Council. 

It will comprise about one hundred and fifty items 
and will be divided into four sections showing 1. the

MEETINGS HELD 


Third ICAD meeting 


The International Committee for Automobile Docu- 
mentation (ICAD) held its third meeting in Eindhoven 
at Van Doorne’s Automobielfabriek on May 9-10, 1957. 
The main items on the agenda were: Development of the 
UDC as regards automobile engineering; Study of steps 
to be taken to facilitate information research; Setting 
up a unified automobile specification sheet. 

After discussion the Committee reached agreement on 
the following points: 


a. The future automobile classification should remain 
universal. 

b. Some wishes were expressed as to the layout of pe- 
riodicals and some minimum requirements laid down 
for abstracting procedure. 

. It was recommended that no technical article should 
be published without summaries. These should be 
written in the original language and at least in Eng- 
lish which is taken as language of reference. 

. An Italian draft specification sheet was considered 
and it was decided to ask automobile manufacturers 
for comments on it. 

. It was decided to hold the next meeting in Madrid in 
October 1957. The final decision will then be taken 
as to ICAD’s activity in view of the next FISITA 
Congress, Paris 1958. 


Congress of the Union of Local Authorities 


Dr. A. W. J. Mayer (Netherlands) represented FID at 
the 13th International Congress of the Union of Local 
Authorities held in The Hague from June 12 to 18, 1957. 


Classification for information retrieval 


An International Study Conference on Classification 
for information retrieval was held in Dorking, England, 
from May 13-17, 1957. The Conference was organised by 
Aslib in co-operation with the independent Classification 
Research Group and the University of London School of 
Librarianship and Archives. The Conference was atten- 
ded by some 40 invited experts. 

Some papers are published in the ,,Classification Re- 
search Group Bulletin” No. 2 of March 1957 (c/o Mr. B. 
C. Vickery, I.C.I., Ltd., Akers Research Laboratories, 
The Frythe, Welwyn, Herts, England). 

A summary report and a list of conclusions and recom- 
mendations was issued by Aslib (4 Palace Gate, London 
W. 8). A report was also published in the Unesco Monthly 
Bulletin on Scientific Documentation and Terminology, 
15 June 1957, p. 2-5. Means for publishing the full report 
and papers are discussed now.

FID PUBLICATIONS 


Japanese edition of UDC 


The 7th General Assembly of the Japanese Society for 
UDC, held on April 20, 1957, approved a plan for pu- 
blishing the Japanese complete edition of UDC in loose- 
leaf form, to be kept up-to-date by inserting supplemen- 
tary sheets replacing old pages. As a first step the old 
editions of classes 5, 62 and 66, now becoming out of print, 
will be supplemented. Supplements will be distributed to 
subscribers only. 


Russian abbreviations 


A list of abbreviations which appear in current Rus- 
sian literature was prepared by Dr. Sascaro and is near- 
ing completion. It gives the following information: Rus- 
sian abbreviation in cyrillics; same, romanised; abbre- 
viated word(s) in full, romanised; translation of the full 
word(s) in Italian, French, German and (still to be pre- 
pared) in English; alphabetical indexes. 

The General Secretariat of FID should appreciate to 
have the addresses of people interested in the publi- 
cation, which could only be issued if there is enough 
interest. 

A similar publication was issued in 1952 by the Library 
of Congress: ,,Russian abbreviations, a selective list’, 
compiled by Dr. Alexander Rosenberg ($ 0,85). It gives 
the Russian abbreviation in cyrillics as well as roma- 
nised, the abbreviated word(s) in full, in cyrillics, and 
the translation of the full word(s) in English. Trans- 
litteration differs in a few cases, but also the contents 
differ. Whereas the LC list mainly contains names of or- 
ganisations, Dr. Sascaro listed normal text abbreviations, 
though names of a few bodies are added.

Council on Library Resources’ first grants 


The Council on Library Resources, Inc., an indepen- 
dent, non-profit organization established in September 
1956 with the aid of a five million dollar grant from the 
Ford Foundation, announced the award of the first four 
grants, totalling $ 192.400, in its program of assistance 
toward the solution of library problems. 

The grants now announced are the result of the Coun- 
cil’s preliminary initial studies of the situation. These 
grants consist of 1) $ 100.000 to Rutgers University to be 
expended over a two-year period to enable its Graduate 
School of Library Service to make an analytical study 
of the functions and techniques of librarianship with a 
view to identifying areas most likely to be susceptible to 
improvement through research; 2) $ 41.500 to the Uni- 
versity of Virginia to enable its Alderman Library to 
explore the application of closed circuit television, in- 
volving the use of book-page-turners and other neces- 
sary apparatus, to the use of books at separated parts of 
the campus; 3) $ 49.500 to the Virginia State Library to 
enable it to make a study of the causes and rate of dete- 
rioration of paper in library book-stocks and to develop 
an inexpensive method for arresting or preventing such 
deterioration; 4) $ 1.400 to the American Library Asso- 
ciation to enable it to send a representative to Germany 
to discuss international standardization of cataloging 
rules with the German Library Association. 


Scientific research in the USA 


An Interdepartmental Committee on Scientific Re- 
search and Development was established in December 
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1947. The Committee consists of those officers of the 
Government most directly concerned with scientific re- 
search and development, together with those having a 
direct interest in scientific matters. 

The membership includes a representative of each of 
the following agencies: Department of Agriculture, De- 
partment of the Interior, Department of Commerce, Na- 
tional Science Foundation, Department of the Army, 
Department of the Navy, Department of the Air Force, 
Department of Defense, Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, Atomic Energy Commission, Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, Veterans 
Administration, Smithsonian Institution and Department 
of State. 

Subcommittees are established from time to time to 
conduct - and report on - specific studies. These sub- 
committees may include as members persons not em- 
ployed by the Federal Government or Government em- 
ployees who are not members of the Committee. One of 
the subcommittees recommended that publication of Go- 
vernment research in established scientific journals, 
which are in turn effectively indexed and covered in ab- 
stracting services, would be the most effective way of 
reaching the scientific audience. 

Mr. Norman F. Ball, of the National Science Foun- 
dation, is the Executive Secretary since August 1954. 


Photocopies of Eastern manuscripts 


The Turkish Ministry of Education has prepared a new 
and more liberal set of regulations intended to facilitate 
the work of scholars in all countries. This was done at 
the request of the Directorate of the National Library by 
a commission specially appointed for the purpose. 

Requests concerning microfilms and photocopies of the 
manuscripts in the libraries attached to the Ministry of 
Education of Turkey are fulfilled b, the Siileymaniye 
Library (Address: Siileymaniye Kiitiiphanesi, Beyazit, 
Istanbul, Turkey), and the National Library (Address: 
Milli Kiitiiphane, Yenisehir, Ankara, Turkey). 

The Siileymaniye Library is also the bibliographic in- 
formation centre of Turkish libraries for all manuscript 
collections in the country. In this work, if necessary, the 
library consults scholars and institutions in order to give 
the right information to every applicant. 

Microfilms and photocopies of all printed works, and 
information about them are provided by the National Li- 
brary. 

Payment for all reproduction can be made either by 
sending UNESCO coupons or cheques. No foreign ap- 
plicant can make a payment (in Turkey) in Turkish 
currency. 

Foreign universities and institutions requesting mi- 
crofilms and photocopies on a large scale, should place 
their requests through their governments to the Ministry 
of Education of Turkey. In the case of an exchange of 
microfilms and photocopies this does not apply.
